ARREST IN BIG FRAUD 


Powerful Land Speculator Held 
: on Charge of Bribery. 


VAST TRACTS ARE INVOLVED. 


John A. Benson of San Francisco Ac- 
‘cused of Ile&al Acquistions. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 18.—[Special.]— 
John A. Benson, a wealthy real estate opera- [ 
tor of the firm of Benson & Hyde of San 
Francisco, was arrested here tonight,charged 
with bribery. He will be held to the grand 
jury and then evidence implicating’ him in 
extensive land frauds will be produced. 

Benson's arrest is Secretary Hitchcock’s 
first step in his campaign against perpe- 
trators of land frauds. Many more arrests 
will follow at once. A number of interior de- 
partment employés are involved, and will 
either be arrested or dismissed. 


Accused of Taking 100,000 Acres. 

Benson has been under investigation by 
secret service agents for more than a year. 
It is asserted he has defrauded the govern- 
ment out of at least 100,000 acres of land 
.by various schemes since the passage of the 
forest reserve act in 1897. That act prevides 
that the owner of land which is wanted by the 
government for a forest reserve shall b® 
allowed to select in place of it other public 
land. It is alleged Benson obtained advance 
information as to the land that would ve 
wanted by the government for forest re- 
serves, and 4hat by means of fraudulent 
entries or by purchase immense tracts of 
such lands were obtained and afterward ex- 
changed for valuable public lands, 

The information alleges that frauds were 
perpetrated as to lands in Washington, 
Oregon, California, Montana, Idaho, Nevada, 
Utah, Wyoming, Colorado, North Dakota, 
South -Dakota, Nebraska, Kansas, Minne- 
eota, Arizona, and New Mexico. 


The warrant on which Benson was arrest- 
ea charged that on.March 15 last he un- 
lawfully gave a sum of money, $500, to Wood- 
ford D. Harian, who was then chief of the 
special. service division of the general land 
office of the United States, to induce Har- 
lan to reveal to him the contents of the re- 
ports of certain subordinates concerning an 
investigation of the conduct of Benson and 
his associates in making fraudulent seleo- 
tions and entries of public lands in lieu of 
lands owned by them within the limits of 


forest reserves. 


Benson was taken entirely by surprise in 
his arrest, although he has known that the 
government has been investigating the al- 
leged land frauds. He was arrested just as 
he was about to start for New York. He 
had no lawyer in Washington, and, when 
he was taken immediately after his arrest 
before United States Commissioner Taylor, 
a delay of an hour or more occurred while 
a lawyer was sought for him. 

Mr. Benson made a formal plea of not 
guilty, and then his attorney asked that 
he be released on 
bail in $2,000 cash, while the government 
attorneys demanded bond in the sum of $10,- 
Finally Commissioner Taylor fixed the 
bond at $5,000, and Mr. Benson was released 
to appear Dec. 30, when a preliminary hear-

It was known that Pope Leo had pos- 
sessed large sums of money which could not, 
be accounted for after his death. Today 
Cardinal Gott! produced $9,000,000 of it ané 
‘an electrician found $1,850,000 in the wall 
of Pope Leo’s apartments. 

Brings Money in a Carriage. 

Cardinal Gotti, prefect of the propaganda, 
accompanied by Mgr. Marzolini, one of the 
late pope’s secretaries, drove up to the 
vatican today and getting out hurriedly be- 
gan tugging at a heavy object in the car- 
riage. Assistance was offered, but it was 
refused, and Cardinal Gotti and Mgr. Mar- 
zolini between them carried the mysterious 
object to the apartment of Pope Pius. They 
were immediately admitted and remained 
for two hours. 


Left in His Care by Pope Leo. 
“When Cardinal Gotti entered the presence 
of the pope he sank to his knees and, point- 
ing to his burden, said: 

“Your holiness, the lamented Leo, just 
before his death confided to me the money 
which I now lay at your feet, saying that if 
I succeeded him I was to use it as I thought 
best, but that if another took his place I 
was to turn the money over to him after a 
period of four months had elapsed. This I 
now do.” 

The Tribuna goes on to relate that just 
about the time this scene was being enacted 
in the papal apartments an electrician, while 
removing the hangings in the late Pope 
Leo’s chamber in order to get at the electric 
light wires, found in a hole in the wall several 
bags which were carelessly tied. These 
bags, when opened, were found to contain 


$1,850,000.

A GRAFT INQUIRY 


Charges of Grave Mistakes, 
Petty Tyranny, and Loss — 
of Discipline Placed 
Before Mayor.

Accusations Are Put. Before the 
Fire Chief, Who Vehemently | 
Denies Some and Ex- 
plains Others. 


‘Internal strife in the fire department, dis- 
cottent among some of the companies, and . 
attacks on Chief Musham’s administration 
by insurance men culminated yesterday in a 
volume of charges which are now to be ja- 
vestigated by Ald. Herrmann’s aldermanic » 
graft committee. | 
Considerable of the information on which . 
the attack is based has been given to the 
committee, Still more has been prepared in. 
the shape of specific charges, which will be 
sent today to Ald. Herrmann. ; 


Charges Made Are Serious, 

By the chief's enemies it is charged that 

discipline is a thing of the past in the de- 

partment, and that all organization is being 

lost; that the chief's incompetency has been 
made manifest in the handling of many dis- 
astrous fires; that his partiality to certain 

incompetent men has been hurtful; that the’ 
men are suffering for lack of supplies. 

By the chief it is asserted that a coterie in. 
the department is trying to disorganize it, - 
and that “ speculating ’’ insurance men ¢n-. 
courage them. 

“ And if I have my way,” he declared last - 
night, ** the men who are doing this will soon 


be outside of the department. Some of them 


are not fit to run wheelbarrows.”’ 


Mayor Promises to Investigate. 

The insurance men carried some of their 
complaints to Mayor Harrison yesterday . 
afternoon, with especial reference to the re- 
tention of Battalion Chiefs Fitzgerald, Cook, 
and Heany, reported unfit for duty by exam- 
ining physicians. The mayor said he would 
take the matter up. 

The other line of attack on the department 
is to be made before the graft investigating _ 
committee. A list of witnesses who may 
be subpcenaed to prove the specified charges 
made will be given to the aldermen. 

Almost every phase of administrative 
work in connection with the department is 
attacked. The buying of supplies is ques- 
tioned, The sale of discardei equipment is 
offered for investigation. 

. It ts charged that the men have suffered 
so far from the policy of economy pursued by. 


the chief that many of them are dependent 


on friends and neighbors or on their own 
pocketbooks for necessities which the city 
should furnish. 
Accusations and Musham’s Answers. 
Twelve of the detailed chargés, with the 
chief's answer in each case, follow:

Figures to Prove Efficiency. 
CHARGE—That because of personal enmity

CHIEF MUSHAM’S REPLY—These two posi- 
tions will be filled the first of the year, and the 
men will not be the two standing highest on the list 
if I have anything to say. I do not consider them 
the best for the places. I have the power to choose 
one out of three and the first two will not be taken. 
Byven my enemies among the insurance men say 
that the test of fire department efficiency is. the 
red@etion of fire losses. I don’t agree with them, 
tut taking them at their word, the losses during 
the two years I have been at the head of the depart- 
ment have been $500,000 lees than that of the two 
previous years. So much for the charge of ine 
clenty against the department. 

CHARGE—That Michael Ehret has been fa- 
vored in the marking of examination papers 
and has been preferred to superior men be- 
cause he is the chief's nephew. 

CHIEF MUSHAM’'S REPLY—Michael Ehret 
will go into danger where the men who are said 
to be fitted to lead him would not follow. As to his

Money Charge, but No Proof.. 


These are some of the charges. Others, 
which have been furnished the graft com- 
mittee already, state that the use of money 
is necessary to sell supplies to the depart- 
ment. This charge is made in connection 
with rubber tires, but the men who make it 
admit that there is no possibility of proving 
it as a criminal charge. | 

“An agent told a rival in the business,’ 
said one of the chief's accusers, ‘‘ that he paid 
$300 to do business and sell rubber tires to 
the department. But, of course, he’ would 
deny this statement if he were called on to 
testify, and there is no possibility of prov- 
ing it.’’

Harrison street police court “ customs” 
in regard to bail bonds, described by Saloon- 
keeper John T. Rafferty before the council 
graft committee on Thursday, will be in- 
vestigated.

certainly shall call the attention of 
the committee to this,’’ said Mr. Herrmann 
last evening. ‘“ The members are anxious 
for a vacation, but it is a matter that will not 
spoil, Rafferty’s statements did not come 
altogether as a surprise, as ‘these customs 
had been hinted at several times before in 
the investigation of Craig. They were not 
brought up so Gefinitely as in the Rafferty 
hearing.”

Defense of Rafferty.

‘When O'Neill was appointed chief I sent 
him a letter of congratulation, because I be- 
lieved he ‘would clean up the department,”’ 
said King. He proved too weak. O'Neill 
is about strong enough to make a fair lieu- 
tenant.’’ 

A statement emanating from the city hall, 
and designated by the chief as “having been 
reported to him from reliable sources,”’ was 
that King offered a detective agency “ un- 
limited money ” to “‘ get something on Chief 
O'Neill.” To his denial of the charge, Mr, 
King made this addition: 

never accused Chief O’ Neill of dishon- 
esty. I say he is merely incompetent.”’ 

According to. the story which the chief had 
heard, King recefved little encouragement 
from the private detective, who said: 

‘* We can’t get anything on the chief. We 
have tried it several times.” _. 

“Never mind,”’ returned King. Get 
something on him. There's unlimited money 
behind it."’ 

Must “Make Good.”’ 

The chief had also heard of a conversation 
between Attorney Brode B. Davis of the 
council committee and Lieut. MeWeeney 
of the detective headquarters, which ended 
hike this: 

“You talk like a man that was looking 
for men’s heads, not fer reform,”’ said Mc- 
Weeney. 

‘Well, we have got to make good. We 
can’t fall down in this matter,’ returned 
Attorney Davis. 

This conversation is declared fictitious by 
Mf. Davis, who says that his interview 
with McWeeney, which took place shortly 
after the counci] committee organized, re- 
lated to a person outside the police depart- 
ment, and-that Chief O’ Neill’s name was not 
mentioned. 

‘Letter Accusing Hoyt King. 

The chief gave publicity to a letter sent 
him by Elsie Stewart, a colored woman, in 
which she describes an interview with Kiig 
in the house of Carrie Bird in State street, 
near Twenty-fifth, on Oct. 30, In the course 
of which King, she alleges, gave her money 
and promised her more for testimony against 
the police before the graft committee. 

“ The story is true in part,”’ said King. “I 
gave the woman $1 to buy beer. It wag the. 
only way to reach her. Then she told me of 
paying $10 to Bill Lewis for protection. When 
I left I gave her some more money, probably 
$4, and thatis the lastIsawofher. I learned 
that she had been seen by some one on the 
other side. We got Lewis’ place closed up 
without her testimony.” . 

Action to Revoke Licenses. 

Action looking toward the revocation of 
licenses was started against ‘three saloons 
during the day. The Rev. M. M. Parkhurst 
of the Citizens’ league called on Mayor Har- 
rison to request that the license of A. Lew- 
andowski, 405 Elston avenue, who was in- 
dicted on Wednesday for selling liguor to 
minors, be revoked. Mr. Parkhurst atted on 
the recommendation of the grand jury, 

Mayor Harrison, acting on reports of 
special officers, notified other saloonkeepers 
to show cause why their licenses should 
not be reyoked. They are: Becker & Jack- 
son, Wabash avenue and Lake street, 
charged with using six private rooms in 
violation of the wineroom ordinance: Fred 
Flanagan, 609% West Madison street, charged 
with allowing a handbook in his saloon. 

Testimony for Mulcahy. 

The protest made on Thursday by Lieut. 
Roger Mulcahy that he is the victim of a 
plot on the part of John J. Hackett and 
Sadie Winters resulted in getting him a 
partial hearing before the grand jury.

ATTORNEYS FOR “L” LOOP 
TO ATTACK CITY’S FAITH. 


‘Will Declare Action Seeking to Annul 
Franchises Is Based on Desire to Aid 
Opponents of Platform Extensions. 


‘The attorneys for the Union Loop are pre- 
paring to attack the good faith of the city 
in filing a bill seeking to have their fran- 
chises annulled. They expect to set up the 
claim that the action was taken only to aid 
property owners opposing the extensions to 
the station platforms, and as such should 
have no standing in court. 

‘IT am considering whether it would not 
be well to cite the city’s lawyers to show 
why they are not amenable to the charge of 
using the process of a court for an ulterior 
purpose,’” said President Clarence Knight 
of the Northwestern Elevated railroad yes- 
terday. Mr. Knight added that he would 
go before Judge Tuley on Monday prepared 
to prosecute his bill for an injunction to 
restrain the city from interfering with the 
company in enlarging its platforms. 

The president criticised the action of the 
city on the ground that it had filed a bill at- 
tacking the validity of securities amounting 
to $50,000,000 after the company for years 
had been in undispute@ possession of the 
rights it claimed.

BLOW FOR COUNTY TREASURERS 


State Supreme Court Holds Supervisors 
of Assessments Are Not En- 
titled to Pay. 


Waukegan, Ill., Dec: 18.—[Special.]—A de- 
cision rendered by the State Supreme court 
yesterday in a case carried up from Lake 
county has a bearing on every county in the 
state, and means the loss of thousands of 
dollars to present and former county treas- 
urers and the saving to the counties of an 
equal amount, It was the suit brought by 
the widow of former Treasurer John Foote 
to recover money claimed for duties per- 
formed as supervisor of assessments, a spe- 
cial office created by the legislature in 1898. 

While the law stated that the supervisor 
was to have compensation, no amount was 
fixed. None of the county treasurers cared 
to begin proceedings while he was in office, 
but in the Lake county case the death of Mr. 
Foote changed things, and his widow, having 
no favors to ask, claimed $900 for work done. 

The Lake County Circuit court decided 
against Mrs. Foote. The Appellate court co- 
incided. The Supreme court now has sus- 
tained the lower tribunals in the holding 
that the office of supervisor of assessments 
was not intended to be a new one but meant 
additional duties for the county treasurers..

LET DUNLAP OUT. 


Members of the Pardon Board 
Claim to Have Acted Chief- 
... ly om Detective’s Wish. 


CASE LONG KEPT SECRET. 


Those Present Declare They 
Merely Forgot to Tell of 
Ordinary Action. 


¥ 


_The state board of: pardons, which, with 
uncommon secrecy, released James Dunlap, 
the notorious bank robber, from the peni- 
tentiary and kept its action hushed up for 
two weeks and more, endeavors to place the 
responsibility for its action on William A. 
Pinkerton, to whom Dunlap was paroled. 
The members of the board were at Chester 
yesterday and last night Andrew Russel, 
chairman of the board, made a statement, 

* Dunlap came before the in accord- 
ance with their rules, which provide that any 
prisoner who has previously served a. term 
in. prison shall serve two years,” said Mr. 
Russel. “‘ Mr.. Pinkerton represented to the 
board that Dunlap had never been in prison 
before .except for the Northampton'* bank 
robbery and had committed no other crimes. 

“There was no secrecy about his parole. 
The order was made’out as it is in all cases. 
W. A. Pinkerton promised the board he 
would sign the parole agreement and aid 
Dunlap in getting a start in life. 

‘“ The board acted in‘good faith, using the 
greatest diligence to ascertain the facts re- 
lating to the case.” , | 

Boyhood Friend of Pinkerton. 

Mr. Pinkerton. stated yesterday jn Denver 
on his way to Chicago from California that 
he would‘assist Dunlap in obtaining em- 
ployment. He said that he had known Dun- 
lap since he was a boy. After telling of 
Dunlap’s life story and of his efforts to lead 
an honest life after he had been released 
i Mr. Pinkerton said: 

**I was called away and Dunlap fell into 
bad company and in a weak moment par- 
ticipated in the robbery of a small bank near 
Joliet. This was four years ago, and he 
had been in prison ever since. I've already 
stated the reason why I felt that I had a 
right to give him another chance. I stand 
ready on my return to Chicago to aid him 
in getting honorable employment, and, fail- 
ing to do that, my brother and myself will 
advance money to establish him in a busi- 
ness where he can earn a respectable living 
in. his old age. I told him before he was 
paroled that if he ever broke the terms of 
that parole by associating with bad char- 
acters I would be the first to ask his return 
to the penitentiary.” 


Definite Word Long Delayed. 

Although the application for the release 
was heard by the board of pardons on Nov. 
24, followed five days-later by a decision of 
the board favorable to the appeal, and on 
Dec: 7 by Dunlap’s actual release from the 
prison, no definite word of the action was re- 
ceived in Chicago until Monday. Even then 
utter ignorance of the circumstances of the 
release was professed by Warden Murphy’s 
subordinates at Joliet. 

Capt. Evans of the bureau of identification 
was present when the case was considered 
by the state board, of which Mr. Russell is 
chairman and M. T. Layman and Ethan 
Allen Snively are members. Mr. Pinkerton, 
who states in the above interview that he 
feit that he “had a right to give Duniap 
another chance,” was there. Warden Mur- 
phy was in attendance, 


All Deny Intentional Secrecy. 

“There was nothing mysterious or secret 
about the matter,”’ was the declaration of the 
six who heard the application. “* Itwas just 
as open-and ordinary as any other case." 

And a man who had planned raids on banks 
throughout the country where almost $4,000, - 
000 had been taken, a man whose name as a 
thief is known all over the world, a man who 
has served almost twenty years in peniten- 
tiaries, this man represented just a plain, 
ordinary case that would hardly attract pass- 
ing attention. 

‘Dunlap is helpless and almost broken 
dewn,’’ said Capt. Evans. ‘“ There is noth- 
ing mysterious about the case. It proceeded 
as many other cases do. I was present at 
the hearing. No, I had not spoken of it be- 
fore today.” 

Warden Murphy, who was in Chicago yew 
terday, also denied that the affair had any- 
thing secret or mysterious in it. 

“It was a regular proceeding,”’ said the 
warden. ‘‘ There was nothing about it to 
occasion comment. Dunlap had a good rec- 
ord while at the penitentiary.”’ 


Case Speaks for Itself. 

Mayor Harrison said;the case should stand 
before the people without comment. 

‘It speaks for itself,” said the mayor. 
* Here is a man who is sent up for twenty 
years and he is out in about three.” 

Judge Tuley found much to criticise. He 
favored an investigation and said that the 
indeterminate law should be so amended 
that a judge and jury should have the right 
to say how long a criminal should be com- 
pelled to remain in prison. e 

“I think that the Dunlap case ought to be 
investigated. The people ought to know what 
caused his release,’’ said the judge. 


YATES REFUSES TO EXTRADITE. 


Chicago Police Indignant at Governor 
for Allowing Release of Alleged 
Embezzler from |Arizona. 


‘ For the second time within a month, as 
headquarters detectives allege, Gov. Yates 
yesterday refused extradition for a man 
whom they had arrested and the police are 
indignant. The prisoner was Philip F. Web- 
ster, a dealer in dentists’ supplies, wantea 
in Pheenix, Ariz., on a charge of embezzle- 
ment. 

The detectives say they had an indictment 
against Webster when they first arrested 
him, more than a month ago. Webster is 
alleged to have confessed, and Sheriff W. W. 
Cook of Phoenix came to Chicago recenly 
to take the prisoner, who was held on a 
governor's warrant. The sheriff was unable 
to secure the man and .went to Springfield 
to plead with the governor. The result of 
his effort was made known to the police tn 
this telegram from John Oglesby, the gov- 
ernor’s secretary: 

“ Return.to this office the warrant issued 
in the case of Philip F. Webster; requisition 
deniea.”’ 

The police say they have been unable to 
procure an explanation. Webster has been 
released and now is in Chicago. He first 
was arrested in Chicago and freed on a writ 
of habeas corpus.

FOES OF CIGARETS AND SALOONS 
BEFORE COUNCIL COMMITTEE. 


The Rev. M. M. Parkhurst Argues for a 
| Law Foerbidding the Sending of 
Boys from Factories te Procure 
Beer for Workmen—Miss Gaston 
Asks Part of Fines and Licenses for 
Her Crusade—Smoke Because It Is 


Thought Fashionable. 


Strict laws regulating the sale of cigarets 
and an ordinance: forbidding the practice of 
sending boys from factories to nearby sa- 
loons for cans of beer were urged before the 
Hoense committee of the city council yester- 
day afternoon. The Rev. M. M. Parkhurst 
led the fight against the “can rushers.” 
Miss L.. Billings, Miss Lucy Page Gaston, and 
a half a dozen others appeared before the 
committee to ask additional legislation 
against the cigaret traffic. © - 

Dr. Parkhurst said that while no father or 
mother could complain if, after having sent 
a child for beer, the child finally should de- 
velop into a crimina), still he did not believ® 
an ordinance could be passed stopping the 
practice. 

Argues Evil of “Can Rushing.” 

* No alderman, however, could object to an 
ordinance stopping the sending of-boys from 
factories for beer,” said the minister. “I 
recently saw a boy enter a saloon with eight 
buckets. As soon as he handed over his 
buckets the bartender gave him a pall of 
beer and the boy sat down and ate his lunch. 
We would like to have the practice stopped 
altogether, but a half a loaf will be-better 
than none.” 

The desire of young boys to become society 
men was the réason, according to Mise Bill- 
ings, why they smoked cigarets. 

‘These boys think that the smoking of 
cigarets confers distinction upon them,” said 
Miss Billings. ‘It is hard to teach them to 
leave them alone when the first men in the 
city are devotees of the health destroying 
things." 

Miss Gaston had offered a scheme by which 
money might-be raised for the anti-cigaret 
crusade. She proposed that 50 per cent of all 
fines and 20 per cent of all licenses be turned 
over to the organization she represented. 
Controller McGann said that this would not 
be legal. . 

. For Cigaret Bal Poudre. 

Chairman Hunter suggested that Miss Gas- 
ton arrange a benefit entertainment for her 


“This committee will all buy tickets,” 
said the alderman. Go to the people who 
gave the bal poudre and ask them to take 
tickets for an entertainment to be given in 
the interest of your work.” . 

“ Such an entertainment would do the city 
more good than the bal poudre did,” said 
+ Gaston. ‘Thank you for the sugges- 

on."’ 

It was urged also that the committee 
recommend to the school board that anti- 
cigaret. instruction be given in the public 
schools. Miss Gaston said that many teach- 
ers wished to give this instruction, but they 
had been forbidden by Supt. Cooley and by 
Supt. Andrews before him. The subcommit- 
tee was instructed to take up the matters 
referred to for an early report.

PARIS INVESTORS. 


Stories of Shipbuilding Com- 
pany Told French Sub- 
seribers Prove False. 


STOCK TO BRIBE PRESS. 


Reluctant Witness Tells How 
Securities Are Sold on the 
American Markets. 


New York, Dec. 18.—[{Special.]—The meth- 
ods used by the promoters of the shipbuild- 
ing trust to float that company’s securities 
in Paris was brought out today in the re- 
ceivership hearing. It transpired that $200,- 
000 worth of the securities were set aside to 
be used in subsidizing the Paris newspapers. 

Paris investors who complained of the 
misleading statements in the prospectus were 
told that it was customary in the United 
States to advertise every issue of securities 
rhs Naas and then proceed to sell the securi- 


It transpired also that the French in- 
vestors who at first had, subscribed to the 
shipbuilding trust stock later refused to take 
the stock because they claimed they had been 
deceived by false statements of the pro- 
moters. 
Charles B. Alexander of the law firm of 
Alexander & Green was the witness of the 


questions put to him by Mr. Untermyer he 
refused to answer. sg 
Orders to Sefl His Tomb. 

Attorney Untermeyer questioned the wit- 
neas regarding cablegrams sent by the latter 
from Paris -in reference to the ship trust's 
securities. One specifically mentioned read: 

‘If delivery can be made sell all my rights 
on my tomb.’’ 

‘And did that cablegram refer to ship- 
building securities?” asked Untermeyer. 

‘No, sir; it referred to Union Pacific, and 
I wanted to sell my rights in that stock. 
‘Tomb’ meant Union Pacific in cipher.” 

Mr. Alexander went to Paris in 1902. At 
the morning session he testified that he could 
not recoHect that he had read at all carefully 
the shipbuilding company prospectus, and he 
did not consider that while in Paris he was 
trying to secure the French underwriting. 
Later in the day’ his testimony contradicted 
this statement. 

Baron Bogniat, one of the French under- 
writers, Mr. Untermyer elicited from the 
witness, had complained to Mr. Alexander 
in Paris that John W. Young had deceived 
him about the shipbuilding securities, and 
had assured him that the issue had been a 
success, and that om account of being sp de- 
ceived Baron Rogniat declared that he would 
not fulfill his part of the agreement. 

Mr. Alexander said he explained to Baron 
Rogniat that it was customary in America 
to advertise every issue of securities a suc- 
cess and then proceed to sell the securities. 
Baron Rogniat complained that he had been 
made ridiculous in the eyes of his subunder- 
writers by the transaction, and declared that 
whatever might be the legal status of the 
transaction he was concerned with the moral 
aspect of the affair. 


French Investors Deceived. 


Mr. Alexander thereupon talked with him 
about the merits of the shipbuilding propo- 
sition, endeavored to assure him that the 
company was in good shape notwithstanding 
the aileged misrepresentations, and told him 
of the standing of the men and the properties 
embraced in the proposed consolidation: Mr. 
Untermyer, in putting his questions upon the 
subject of his conversation with Baron Rog- 
niat, was apparently quoting from letters 
from Mr. Alexander to his firm admitting 
that the conversation as therein reported was 
substantially correct. 

The regult of the conversation was, said 
Mr. Alexander, that Baron Rogniat ex- 
pressed himself as satisfied that the proposi- 
tion was “‘ a good thing.” 

Baron Rogniat, it was brought out, had 
paid only a small portion of his underwriting 


_ thereafter and had finally refused absolutely 


to fulfill the agreement. 

.Mr. Alexander admitted that a large por- 
tion of his time in Paris had been devoted to 
endeavors to get the French underwriters to 
make good their agreements and to convince 
them that the shipbuilding proposition was 
an advantageous one on account of the per- 
sonnel and properties embraced. Mr. Unter- 
myer then confronted him with his testimony 
of the morning, in which he professed igno- 
rance of the shipbuilding prospectus and 
proposition. The testimony brought out 
showed that Mr. Alexander had been exceed- 
ingly active in the attempt to enforce the 
French underwriting. 


Subsidizing the Paris Press. 


It was brought out that $200,000 worth of 
shipbuilding securities had been set aside for 
the purpose of subsidizing the French press. 

Mr. Alexander was asked if he had not pro- 
cured the publication in Paris of statements 
quoting the shipbuilding securities at a pre- 
mium in New York, and if the French under- 
writers had not-later been’ informed ‘that 
these quotatiohs were erroneous, but he re- 
fused to answer. 

“ Did you call on Mr. Harjes of the banking 
firm of Morgan, Harjes & Co. in July and 
ohtain from him a promise to say everything 
good of the shipbuilding company?” asked 
Mr. Untermyer. Again Alexander declined 
to answer. , | 


' Schwab to the Rescue, 


The examination continued along the lines 
of Mr. Alexander’s correspondence to New 
York from Paris, detailing the progress of 
the Paris negotiations, Mr. Untermyer read- 
ing a number of‘expressions from the letters 
that entertained the audience greatly. It 
was brought out that the attitude of Mor- 
gan, Harjes & Co., unfavorable at first to 
the shipbuilding proposition, was changed 
completely after the receipt of the Juty 30 
cablegram from G. W. Perkins announcing 
that Schwab and his friends were interested 
and would be glad of as favorable a view of 
it as possible. Mr. Harjes, it appeared had 
told Mr. Alexander that he had been un- 
favorably impressed with the shipbuilding 
concern because of the character of its pro- 
Young, but Mr. Alexander 
assur m that Mr. Youn ”

“We were & last Tuesday morning 
by what we at first believed to be a severe 
earthquake. There was a trembling and 
shaking of the earth, followed by great re- 
ports similar to the firing of heavy artillery. 
These gradually increased to a great roar. 
Then we saw what was happening. The 
southeastern peak of Mount Tacoma had 
broken off and the entire mass was tumbling 
down the slope of the mountain. 

_ “ When the atmosphere had cleared suffi- 
ciently to distinguish the top of the moun- 
tain we could see that the greater portion 
of the highest peak had*broken off. The 
altered configuration of the peak shows that 
hundreds of acres of rock must have fallen.”

| BLACK MUST KNOW PLACE. 


White Man ls the Dominant Race 
and It Is His Business to See 
Lesson Is Learned. 

Baltimore, Md., Dec. 18.—[Special.}—North 
Carolina has solved the negro problem, ac- 
cording to Gov. Charlies E. Aycock of that 
state. He says it has been a simple task 
and can be accomplished by any people 

who try It. 

The solution of the race question was 
expounded in the midst of cotton bales, pine 
trees, and the flags of Maryland and North 
Carolina at the first annual dinner of the 
North Carolina Society of Baltimore tonight 
in the banquet hall of the new Caroliton 
hotel. Three hundred persons, many of 
whom were from distant points, sat at the 
table, guests of the new society. Governor- 


elect Edwin Warfield was the first speaker 
and welcomed the guests. 


Negro Problem Is Solved. 


He was followed by Gov. Charles E. 
Aycock, who said: 

‘*Il am proud of my state because there we 
have solved the negro problem, which re- 
cently seems to have given you some trouble. 
We have taken him out of politics, and have 
thereby Secured good government under any 
party and laid foundations for the future 
development of both races. We have secured 
peace and rendered prosperity a certainty. 
I am inclined to give you our solution of this 
problem. 


Rules for Controlling Negroes. 


First, as far as possible, under the fifteenth 
amendment disfranchise him; after that let him 


alone. ‘ 
‘Quit writing about him; quit talking about him; 
quit making him ‘the white man’s burden ’; let 


him tote his own skillet. 

Quit coddling him; let him learn that no man, 
no race, ever got anything worth the having that 
he did not himself earn. 

Let him learn that character is the outcome of 
sacrifice and worth is the result of toil. 

Teach him that whatever his future may be, the

Organizers ‘Declare the Pharmacy 
Laws Are Violated Daily and That 
the PubMc Health Is Endangered— 
Women and Ohildren Said te Be Deo- 
ing the Week of Graduate Com- 
poundere—Car Union Plans té Prose- 
cute Assault Cases in Court. 


“If the druggists of Chicago observed the 
pharmacy laws of the state over haif of them 
would have to quit. The violations have be- 
come so common that they are passed un- 
noticed, and the inspectors of the state board 
of pharmacy are so few that they can accom- 
plish no permanent reform.” 

This statement, in substance, is being made 
every night tothe trade unions of the city by 
representatives of the Drug Clerks’ associa- 
tion. That body has set out to compel the 
employment of registered clerks and to force 
the druggists to reduce the hours of their 
employés. 

The movement is in charge of Treasurer 1. 
B. Kronberger of the association. He has 
had an ordinance introduced in the city 
council ealling for a shorter work day for 
the registered clerks. He has also appealed 
to the state board of pharmacy for aid and 
has ordered all members of the association to 

ws. 


Say Public Health Is Threatened. 
“The public health is imperiled by the 
present tendency of the druggists," continues 
the statement. “ Women and children are 
putting up prescriptions that require an in- 
timate knowledge of drugs. 
“The outlook has become so bad that the 
attendance in the schools of pharmacy has 
fallen off 30 per cent. The state board of 
pharmacy has plenty of stenographers and 
office help, but. lacks inspectors. Chicago 
should have between five and ten men busy 
prosecuting violators of the law instead of 
one. One store near the Jones schoo! is pay- 
ing no attention to government restrictions, 
yet it is not closed.”

He constitutes one-third of 
the population of my state; he has always 
been my personal friend. Asa lawyerlI have 
often defended him, and as governor I have 
frequently protected him. But there flowsin 
my viens the blood of the dominant race— 
that race that has conquered the earth and 
seeks the mysteries of the heights and depths. 

“If manifest destiny leads to the seizure 
of Panama, it is certain that it likewise leads 
to the dominance of the Caucasian. When 
the negro recognizes this fact we shall have 

and good will between the races, but ‘ 
I would not have the white people forget 
their duty to the negro. We must seek the 
truth and pursue it. 

“We owe an obligation to ‘the man in 
black.’ We brought him here. He served us 
well. He is patient and teachable. We owe 
him gratitude. Above all, we owe him jus- 
tice. As a white man I am afraid of but one 
thing for my race, and that is that we shall 
become afraid to give the negro a fair 
chance.” 


COURT UPHOLDS COLOR LINE. 


Negro Children in Alton, Ill., Debarred 
from Attending Same Schools 
as the Whites. 


Alton, IIL, Dec. 18.—[Special. ]—The famous 
Alton schoo! cage, in which the negro chil- 
dren of thie city are seeking admission to the 
schools with the white children, was decided 
in favor of the city of Alton and against’ the 
negro children today in the Madison county 
Circuit court. 

The case has been on trial for two days. 
After the decision was announced J. J. 
Brenholt, formerly senator from the Forty- 
seventh Illinois district, attorney for the 
negro children, filed a notice of an appeal! to 
the Supreme oourt of Lilinois. 


Alton Case Is Famous. 

The Alton school case is said to be the most 
famous of its kind in the courts today. The 
present trial is the seventh that the case has 
had in the various courts. The case has been 
both to the Appellate andthe Supreme courts, 
where it each time has been reversed and re- 


manded upon various points. 
- In the suit Scott Bibb and other negroes of 
Alton are praying for a writ of mandamus 
against the mayor, the city council, and the 
board of education, which is appointed by 
the mayor and confirmed by the council, to 
compel them to permit their children to at- 
tend school with the white children. 


Plaintiffs Have Separate School. 


The board of education built a magnificent 
school building for the negro children, and 
made a ruling that all of them should attend 
it. Bibb’s children attempted to attend a 
schoo! for the white children, and the super- 
intendent of the schools refused to permit 
them to enter. 

The suit for a mandamus followed, and has 
been in the courts ever since. The suit has 
had some of the best of legal talent connected 
with it, the late Gen. John M. Palmer being 
one of the attorneys for the plaimiff. The 
costs have been enormous, and it is saidthat 
‘the negroes of Chicago and other cities have 
formed an organization to supply the neces- 
sary funds for the prosecution of the sult in 
order to make it a test case. 


State Official Draws Color Line. 


Jefferson City. Mo., Dec. 18.—[Special.]— 
When Miss Evans, a teacher in the St. Louis 
county public school, resigned her position 
sooner than attend a teachers’ meeting 
in which a colored teacher was to partici- 
pate it was apprehended that the school 
board might withhold her salary.

The wildest panic followed, the women and 
mris rushing screaming to the windows, from 
which they jumped in droves, the dead and 
injured lying in heaps where they fell, to be 
fallen upon by those following them from the 
windows.

FLYING MACHINE SOARS, 


OHIOANS LAUNCH AERIAL SHIP 
NEAR KITTY HAWE, N.C. 


Navigator Makes Trip of Three Miles 
in Teeth of Wind, Attaining Alti- 
tude of Sixty Feet, and Then Grace- 
fully Descends at Point Selected ~ 
Box Kite Idea Prevails, Foree Com- 
ing trem Propellers Worked by a 
Small Engine. 


Norfolk, Va., Ded. 18.—{Special. ]-—-Informa- 
tion from Kitty Hawk, N. C., tonight con- 
firms reports sent out last night regarding 
the successful operation of an aeroplane, or 
flying machine, constructed by Orville and 
Wilbur Wright of Dayton, O., who for sev- 
eral years have been working upon their in- 
vention on that isolated-spot on the North 
Carolina coast. The machine flew three 
miles in the face of a wind blowing) twenty- 
one miles an hour. No further teste are to 
' be made until next year, as the inventors will 
shortly leave for their Ohio home to spend 
the holidays. 

There is only one means of communication 
with Kitty Hawk, and that is via seacoast 
telegraph wires of the weather bureau. The 
operator there tonight said many private 
messages passed over the wires to and from 
the Wright brothers today, but he could not 
divulge the nature of their contents. It is 
learned, however, that the experiment made 
yesterday was successful, and the inventors 
have reason to believe they have solved the 
problem of aerial navigation. 


Ideal Place for Tests. 

Wright brothers selected Kitty Hawk 
to conduct their experiments primarily be- 
cause of the privacy offered and because 
of the existence of a hill of sand just at the | 
right height from which to launch their tn- 
vention. The sand hill referred to is kno 
as Kill Devil hill. It is over 100 feet h 
and perhaps the highest sand dune on the 
Atlantic seaboard. From one side it slopes 
gradually to its summit. On the other side 
it is almost perpendicular. From the sum- 
mit of the hill the airship could be launched 
with far more success and less expense than 
from a specially constructed tower. 

Preparatory to its flight the machine was 
placed upon a platform, near Kitty Hawk. 
This platform was built on a high sand hill, 
and when all was in readiness the fastenings 
to the machine were released and it started 
down an incline. The navigator, Wilbur 
Wright, then started a small gasoline en- 
gine, which. worked the propellers. When 
the end of the incline was reached the ma- 
chine gradually arose until it obtained an 
altitude of sixty feet. In the face of a 
strong wind blowing it maintained an even 
speed of eight miles an hour. 

The idea of the box kite has been adhered 
to in the formation of the machine. A huge 
framework of light timbers 33 feet wide, 5 
feet deep, and 5 feet across the top forms the 
machiné proper. This is covered with a 
tough but light canvas. In the center Is 
the navigator’s car, and suspended just below 
the bottom plan is a small gasoline engine, 
which furnishes® the motive power for the 
propelling and elevating wheels. There are 
two six blade propellers, one arranged just 
below the frame so as to exert an upward 
4 force when in motion and the other extends 
horizontally to the rear from the center of 
the car, furnishing’ the forward impetus. Pro- 
truding from the center of the car is a huge 
fan shaped rudder of canvas, stretched upon 
a frame of wood. This rudder is controlled 
by the navigator and may be moved to each 
side, raised or lowered. ; 

Began Experiments in 1900. 

In the autumn of 1900 the Wrights located 
there and began work upon their machine. 
They fitted up a workshop with tools and ma- 
chinery shipped from Dayton. One day in 
the autumn of 190] the brothers brought a 
frail thing from their shop fitted with wings 
and tails of fine silken cloth. They carried 
this machine to the eastern slope of Kill 
Devil hill. At the top the machine was placed 
in position and one man stepped inside. The 
other gave it a push out into space. For 300 
feet it glided like a bird, and then settled 
slowly upon the ground. Those who wit- 
nessed the experiment saw nothing great 
about it, but the inventors were jubilant. It 
was not a flying machine they were experi- 
menting with then. It was simply an aero- 
phone, or what was to be the body of an air- 
ship. The aeroplane was taken back to the 
shop and stored away, and the inventors re- 
turned home. 

The next fall they appeared again, and 
after a week's work brought forth another 
aeroplane. which, when launched from Kill 
Devil hill, not only sustained the weight of 
its operator in midair but sailed along with 
the wind for a distance of an eighth of a 
mile. Early this fall they <eturned to Kitty 
| Hawk and renewed their work. When they 

brought, forth their Invention this year a gas- 
oline engine furnished the propelling power. 
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in San Francisco, which was upheld by the 
Supreme court of that state. .

STRIKE AGAINST 
EVEN THE DEAD. 


Livery Drivers Out and Under- 
taker’s Wagons Carry Rich 
and Poor AliketoGrave. . 


PICKET HOUSE OF GRIEF. 


Residence of E. T. Watkins Is 
Watched Till Body Is Driven 
Unattended to Cemetery.. 


Rich and poor, eminent and obscure, were 
given the same simple burial yesterday in 
Chicago. The city’s dead were borne to the ‘ 
cemeteries in unpretentious undertakers’ 
wagons, not one hearse being used in the 
eighty funerals held. Few friends and 
mourners went to the burial places, and those 
who did rode in cara, for carriages were not 
to be had. 

While the strike of the livery drivers was 
felt at the hotels, at social affairs, and at the 
theaters, it caused the greatest inconvenience 
at the funerals. The lockout of the owners 
of the livery stables was as complete as the 
strike of the men.

+ THE LIVERY DRIVERS’ STRIKE. 

It may be true tha® the livery drivers 
ought not to be on duty twelve hours a day, 
even if they spend a large part of that time 
fdie in the barns. It may be true that they 

ought to get more than $12 even if their tips 
raise that $12 to $20 and more. These two 
things may be true. No niatter what the 
livery drivers ought to have, the question 
What they can have is determined by the 
condition of the business in which they are 
employed. Now, the livery business, besides 
being badly jarred by the concessions of a 
year ago, is continually being jarred hy com- 
petition and is now darkened by the shadow 
of the approaching period of general r- 
trenchment. If the livery drivers were 
granted their demands they would have re- 
duced hours 15 per cent and increased wages 
40 per cent in a little over a year. 

The head of the livery drivers” organiza- 
tion has advised the employers to raise 
wages and recoup themselves by charging 
customers more. Customers will not pay 
more. The rates now are extremely high 
as compared with those in other cities. In 
flush times employers may grant. higher 
wages and charge them to consumers. In 
dull times they cannot, and it is generally 
useless to ask for higher wages then. 

If the strike should last more than a day 
or two if may enforce a needed reform in 
funeral methods. It may open the eyes of 
the people to the wisdom of taking corpses to 
the cemeteries in street cars fitted up for 
the special purpose, and doing away with 
the long and costly trainof hacks. It would 
be a blessing for the poor, who usually go 
far beyond their means in the burial of their 
dead, if they were compelled to give up ex- 
travagances which they feel now in honor 
bound to commit.

His delight has ever been, 
and especialiy of late years, in the twilight 
of his age, to find fault and peevishly com- 
plain. So itis now. He is\reproving the 
men who are carrying on the government, 
but he makes not a hopeful suggestion how 
they can do better. j 

Fortunately, however, the voice of Sen- 
ator Hoar has lost much of its influence in 
the senate; fortunately, too, many of the 
southern democratic senators have been 
warned by their constituents under no cir- 
cumstances to vote against the treaty 
which will bring about the canal, which will 
mean so much to the south.

hunter’s fashion by the mountaineers of 
Styria, Tyrol and lower Austria, among whom 
the emperor is always at his best and hap- 
piest. 


Chamois hunting, as is well known, is one of |} 


the most difficult and even perilous forms of 
sport. The game can only be found in the 
most inaccessible, remote, and lofty portions 
of the mountain ranges of Austria, northern 
Italy, and Switzerland, and is extremely shy. 
To be a successful chamois hunter demands 
not only sureness of alm but also sureness 
of foot and great powers of endurance, pow- 
ers which it is amazing to find in a man of the 
age of the Austrian emperor. 

The latter’s prowess as a chamois hunter 
is surpassed by only one other sportsman of 
note in Europe—namely: by Prince Augustus 
of Saxe-Coburg, son-in-law of the late em- 
peror of Brazil, and brother of Prince Ferdi- 
nand of Bulgaria and of Prince Philip. of 
Coburg. He brought down his two thousandth 
chamois some eight years ago, and may truly 
be described as the king of chamois hunters. 

For many years the emperor's favorite com- 
panion on these chamois stajking expeditions 
was the late King Albert of Saxony, and all 
day long the two old sovereigns, white haired 
and white whiskered, alpenstock in hand and 
short, stocky rifles slung over the shoulder, 
would go toiling up and down the mountains 
along the edges of great precipices, tracing 
their steps along paths that to the uninitiated 
would seem to afford no foothold to any living 
thing save the chamois. Sometimes ,they 
would be overtaken by snow storms while up 
in the mountains, and unable to see fheir way 
or to move either backwards of forwards for 
whole hours together,, at other times 
they would be forcgd-to lie down flat on their 
stomachs ang te“ cling with hand and foot 
to any friendly bit of projecting rock in order 
to avbid being blown down the precipice or

which without warning sweep through the 
Alpine gorges and valleys with a force that 
can only be described as cyclonic, — 
Everybody engaged in the chamoisstalking 
expeditions, from the emperor down to the 
humblest “ jaeger,’’ wears the same kind of 
mountaineering costume, consisting of a sort 
of “‘ joppe ” or jacket of gray homespun, with 
green collar and facings and buttons of un- 
dressed stag horn, homespun breeches, but- 
toned above the knee, which is left entirely 
bare, thick woolen stockings rolled below the 
knee, and heavy hobnailed lace boots: The 
headgear is that known in this country as the 
Tyrolese hat, and is usually adorned by a 
chamois beard fastened to the ribbon. 


In order to convey an idea of the terrible 
trouble and expense entailed by a royal visit 
such as that paid recently by King Victor 
Emmanuel and Queen Helena to Windsor, it 
may be mentioned that the suite of the Italian 
royalties numbered not less than 140 people, 
for all whom King Edward was forced to find 
fitting accommodations during their week’s 
stay at the castle as his guests.

Russian newspapers, even those known to 
receive official inspiration, are attacking 
Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria and over- 


whelming him with such savage abuse that it. 
would seem as if his downfall were imminent, 


which is, indeed, predicted by the journals in 
question as destined to take place at an early 
date. He is charged with gross dishonesty in 
squandering in his own way and in a sense 
inimical to Russia the loan of $8,000,000 ob- 
tained some montis ago with the help of the 
Russian government, and is denounced as 
guilty of the basest ingratitude. In fact, 
there is much similarity between this cam- 
paign of the Russian press against, Prince 


Ferdinand andthat which was waged against 


his predecessor, Prince Alexander, Just @e- 
fore he was forced by Emperor Alexander III. 
of Russia to abandon his throne, and it may 
be added that, whereas at the time Prince 
Alexander enjoyed immense popularity 
among the Bulgarians, who were grateful 
and proud of his having led them to victory 
at the battle of Slivinitaa in the war with 
Servia,. and could boast of possessing the 
sincere regard and respect of every govern- 


-ment in Europe excepting that at St. Peters- 


burg, Prince Ferdinand is hated and despised 
by his subjects and treated with disdain at 


nearly every foreign court. 


Sir Frederick Bramwell, whose death has 
just taken place in England, was one of the 
most distinguished engineers of his day, and 
the most trusted adviser of the war depart- 
ment in all matters relating to engineering 
and also to ordnance. He was held in par- 
ticularly high regard by King Edward, with 
whom lhe was associated in many royal com- 
missions and public enterprises of one kind 
and another before the monarch’s accession 
to the throne. As Sir Frederick leaves no 
son, but only a married daughter, his-baron- 
etcy becomes extinct through his death, just 
in the same way as his brother's peerage did 
upon his demise ten years ago. 

-Lord Bramwell! left a widow, whom he had 
married under romantic circumstances, but 
whose name for some reason or other does 
not appear in any of the existing ‘‘ Peerages”’ 
and works of reference. She was the daugh- 
ter of a small shopkeeper at Beckley, near 
Rye, and filled the position of chambermaid 
at a hotel at Durham when Lord Bramwell, 
who was at that time merely a member of the 
bar, was on circuit. He fell iil at the inn, 
and received such careful nursing from the 
pretty chambermaid that on his recovery he 
asked her to marry him, the union turning 
out a remarkably happy one, nor did the 
mesalliance interfere with his promotion toa 
seat on the bench and his elevation to the 
peerage. 

Lord Bramwell’s case is by no means'a rare 
one. For one of the most popular and charm- 
ing lady mayoresses who have done the hon- 
ors at the Mansion house in London in recent 
years—namely: the wife of Sir David Evans, 
who was chief magistrate of London in 1892— 
was a chambermaid at a smal! inn at Seven- 
oaks, in Kent, when she first made the ac- 
quaintance and won the heart of her hus- 
band. Lady Evans’ father was at the time 


a Village carpenter.

his works entirely satisfying. 

With Beethoven the case was different, 
however. Music’s Jove” is perhaps the 
only one of the master musicians, gave possi- 
bly Wagner, whose musical powers were so 
vast, and whose artistic purpose was so all 
embracing, that a concert offering only his 
works can be heard without interest flagging 
or enjoyment giving place to weariness. Yes- 
terday Mr. Thomas had built up a program of 
exceptionally delightful kind, and the after- 
noon proved one of the most musically satis- 
fying and pleasure affording the season has 
brought. The audience was as reduced in

In the year 1899 there were enacted in the 
United States by the legislatures of the sev- 
eral states the enormous total of 14,159 
brand new laws. Two years later a similar 
amount of new legislation was added to the 
statute books. This is exclusive of con- 
gressional and municipal) legislation. Things 


‘have come to such a pass that while “ ig- 


norance of the law excuses no one” it {fs 
absolutely impossible for any human being 
to keep track of the laws which affect him 
personally. It is probably a fair statement 
that every man, woman, and child ignorant- 
ly breaks at least one law, national, state, 
or municipal, every day of his life. 

One cause of the prevailing lawlessness, 
then, is the fact that we have too many laws 
and that these laws are increased in num- 
ber with every year. 

Especially are the state legislatures prone 
to unnecessarily add to the size of the statute 
books. New state senators and members of 
the legislature seem to feel that their repu- 
tation depends on the number of laws they 
succeed in forcing to passage. This feeling 
often leads to the introduction of most ab- 
surd and ridiculous bills and tends to make 
all the state legislatures-and their members 
appear ridiculous in the eyes of the public. 
And the public is not likely to greatly re- 
spect the proceedings of legislators whom it 
looks at with contempt and laughter. 

Two years ago. for instance, the legislature 
of Michigan gravely discussed and spent 
much "time and public money in the consid- 
eration of a bill to prohibit the printing of 
hotel menus in any language other than 
English; the statesmen of Kansas debated a 
bill to make the wearing of corsets or bloom- 
ers an offense against the commonwealth:

American League Rulers Rec- 
ognize the Services of 
Their President. 


REFUSES A $5,000 GIFT.. 


Fall Meeting Is Adjourned After 
Transaction of Routine. 
Business. 


The American league closed its annual 
meeting with an all day session at the Audi- 
tortum yésterday, at which only routine bus- 
iness was transacted, the greater part of the 
time being given up to the promotion of 
trades for players, none of which went 
through, however, because all the magnates 
were endeavoring to exchange something 
for twice as much. 

A feature of the day was the request made 
by the league that President Johnson leave 
the meeting in the early hours of the ses- 
sion. He complied, and on his return found 
he had been voted an increase of salary from 
$7,500 to $10,000 a year for six years, anda 
Christmas present of $5,000 cash for his suc- 
éessful administration of the league's affairs. 
These emoluments President Johnson abso- 
lutely refused to accept, and it was not until 
after an hour’s argument that he was given 
the choice of accepting the $10,000 a year or 
resigning his position. Then he decided to 
accept the increased salary for one year only. 

Delay in Washington Deal. | 

The deal for the transfer of the ownership 
of the Washington club was not completed, | 
owing to delay in closing minor details of 
the deal in Washington, but it was an- 
nounced there was no real hitch in the nego- 
tiations, which would go through according 
to schedule. These had to be referred to 
the league members before they could be 
closed, and at the session yesterday the club 
owners ratified the propositions made to the 
new owners by President Johnson. A long 
distance telephone conference with Attorney 
Lambert, who represented the new Wash- 
ington owners, developed the fact that sev- 
eral minor details which he had expected 
to close up at once had occasioned unex- 


pected delays, and he would not be on hand |. 


to complete the transaction as expected. 
The matter was referred to President Ban 
Johnson with power to act for the league, 
and it is expected the deal, as originally out- 
lined, will go through within a fortnight or 
three weeks. 

The routine business transacted by the 
magnates included the acceptance of the 
report of the board of directors, which, aside 
from the awarding of the pennant, had to 
do exclusively with the financial affairs of 
the league; the reélection of President John- 
son at a salary of $10,000 a year the re- 
election of Vice President Somers, who said 
if any one tried to vote him a salary of $10,- 
000 he would immediately resign; and the 
election of a board of directors comprising 
Messrs. Comiskey of Chicago, Kilfoyl of 
Cleveland, Farrell of New York, and Shibe 
of Philadelphia. 

Sixteen Players to a Club. 


‘The league decided to limit the number of 
players to be carried by each club to six- 
teen, and the time when the limit goes into 
effect was fixed for June 1. There was some 
discussion of a salary limit, but this matter 
was left entirely to the discretion of the 
several clubs. President Johnson was au- 
thorized to draft a playing schedule for the 
next season and to appoint two other mem- 
bers to act with him in the joint session 
with the National league's schedule t- 
tee on a date acceptable to both. The presi- 


dent was also authorized to appoint a com- 


mittee to revise the league’s constitution so 
as to make it conform to the new 4ational 
agreement. 

The meeting was adjourned to 
in New York on March 3 for 
schedule meeting. 


Dickering for Players. 

Much time during the day was devoted to 
efforts to trade players, the New York and 
Detroit clubs being in the thick of the fight. 
First the attempt was made to exchange 
Jesse Tannehill, Unglaub, and Anderson of 
the New ¥ork club for Barrett and Mullin 
of Detroit, but this was unsuccessful.

CITY NOT LIABLE FOR FALLS. 
Court ‘Reverses $2,000 Judgment, | 


Holding Tumble on Icy Walk Is 
| Not Chicago’s Fault. 


i 


The city is not liable for injuries caused by 


a fall on a slippery sidewalk, provided the 
sidewalk itself is free from defect. 


This decision was rendered yesterday by 


Judge Baker of the branch Appellate court 
in reversing a judgment of $2,000 secured by 
Catherine McDonald.’ The plaintiff against 
the city declared she was injured Jan. 31, 
1898, in a fall on a stone sidewalk in front of 
799 Halsted street. The testimony showed 
that the sidewalk, though slippery, was, in 
itself, level and free from defect. 


“ ‘The failure of a city to keep its sidewalks 


clear of ice and snow does not always render 
it Hable to persons who may fall by reason 
thereof,” Judge Baker held. ‘In this case it 
is clear that the snow or ice upon the side- 
walk did not obstruct plaintiff's passage, 
and was in no sense of the word an obstruc- 
tion to travel upon the walk. She did net 
strike her foot against it and fall, nor did she 
go around it or climb over it and fall in so 
doing, but, as she herself testified, she 
stepped upon a piece of ice, her foot slipped. 


and she fell. 


“The evidence leaves no doubt in our 


minds that it was the slippery condition of 
the sidewalk alone that caused the plaintiff's 
injury, and for an injury thus caused we 
hold the defendant, the city of Chicago, is 


not lable.”

AGING FEATURES. 


Holiday Buyers Numerous end Active 
—Steadiness in Iron and Steeh—Less 
Demand for Cereals, but Prices 
Show Only Slight Declines—Bask 
Clearings Show Gain Over Year 
Ago and There Is Less Pressure tor 
Loans—Realty Transactions Smalier 


Dun’s Review of Chicago Trade, published 
by R. G. Dun & Co., will say: , 

‘* Favorable features of the week’s activ- 
ities are the growing ease in money, fewer 
commercial defaults, and heavy consump- 
tion of merchandise. Weather conditions 
have been unusually conducive to large 
dealings in necessities and holiday wares. 
Gains are recorded in the luxuries and high 
priced goods, and the buying was liberal in 
wearing apparel, household requirements, 
and the best grades of furniture. 

“ Prices average high, but buyers: took 
hold freely. Taken as a whole, retail trade 
has advanced with excellent results, and 
bids fair to continue so until Christmas. 

“ Dealings at wholesale are larger than 
have been expected in several branches, and 
reassortment orders have shown well in 
heavy dry goods, clothing, and shoes. Se- 
lections for spring delivery are now appear- 
ing satisfactorily, and the outlook shows 
improvement, although interior merchants 
in some respects are conservative in their 
views. The high cost of cotton goods hinders 
commitments in that branch, but demand 
is of fair proportions in linens, dress goods, 
and woolens. Men’s furnishings and caps 
experiencd a brisk run, and seasonable dis- 
tribution is seen in groceries and tn drugs. 


Iron and Steel Steady. 


“* Indications of further steadiness are pre- 
sented in iron and steel. Local plants are 
running to full capacity, and an old plant 
lately in disuse is about toreopen. Although 
new specifications are withheld there is 
much assured activity ahead for the rail 
mills, and the current buying of structural 
forms and wire makes a good aggregate. 

“The improvement recently noted in pig- 
iron is sustained and large requirements are 
likely to be placed soon, there being a better 
disposition to take hold on the part of the ‘ 
melters. Producers are firm on prices, the 
output being reduced to a point which avoids 
overproduction. Hardware factories have 
considerable work on hand, and distributers 
of heavy and shelf goods are doing well o 
this period, country consumption being the 
best. 


‘‘ Hemlo¢k and sole leather are in good re- 
quest, and shoe shops make a good start on 
spring orders. 

‘-Pailures reported in the Chicago district 
number 31, against 47 the previous week and 
$2 a year ago. 

‘Grain shipments aggregate 1,551,136 
bushels and are 22 per cent less than the 
corresponding week of 1902. 


Less Demand for Cereals. 

** Demand has shown sharp contraction in 
most of the cereals, but prices, compared 
with a week ago, show only slight changes. 
Corn declined 4 cent, and advances are, in 
oats % cent and wheat 4% cent. Live stock 
receipts, 880,164 head, are 4 per cent under 
a year ago. Shipping demand was strong 
for choice beeves and prices held firm. 

“Hogs and sheep were both slow sale, and 
declined 15 cents a 100. Hog products have 
been fairly active, mostly on domestic ac- 
count, and values gained in ribs 25 cents and 
in pork 10 cents; but lard fell 12% cents. Re- 
ceipts increased in butter slightly, cattle 2 


per cent, hides 6, wheat 8, oats 11, hogs 138, 


flour 15, corn 17, lard 28, dressed beef 38, and 
seeds 82. Decreases are: Cheese, 6 per cent; 
barley, 7; sheep, 34; rye, 52; and wool, 60. 


Business of the Banks. 

* Bank clearings, $178,270,668, are 3.06 per 
cent over a year ago. There is léss pressure 
for mercantile accommodation and funds are 
in easier supply at the banks, deposits con- 
tinuing their upward move and less currency 
going to the interior for crop moving needs. 
Sales of local securities are 40 per cent under 
the volume of a year ago. The ten active 
stocks average a decline this week of 50c 
per share, the weakness being mostly in the 
tractions. Investors pay more attention to 
bond offerings and dealers have done a good 
business. 

_* Real estate sales, $1,513,022,are 88 per cent 
under the corresponding week of 1902, and 
new buildings, $621,650, decreased 9 per cent. 


BETTER SHOWING FOR TRADE. 


Colder Weather Has Stimulated Busi- 
ness in All Lines and Confidence 
Is Increasing. . 


New York, Dec. 18.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 

* Business is decidedly better than at any 
recent date, and the improvement is not 
confined to activity in holiday goods, al- 
though the best reports concern those lines, 
Continued lower temperature not only stim- 
ulates sales but jobbers are receiving sup- 
plementary orders for seasonable goods, and 
collections are more prominent. Railway 
tonnage is heavy, and several manufacturing 
branches are starting idle machinery. 

“ Confidence is increasing in the iron and 
steel industry and the feeling is becoming 
more general that prices will not be ma- 
terially lower. The steel markets have been 
in a state of uncertainty during the last week, 
owing to the numerous meetings in progress 
for the settlement of price lists and wage 
scales. Structural material is gradually re- 
viving, contracts for new bridges and build- 
ings coming forward, and it is known that 
much construction work is acheduled for 
early in the spring. 

‘** At last it is possible to chronicle a sub- 
stantial advance in quotations for cotton 
goods, although the market is still far below 
a@ parity with current prices for the raw ma- 
terial. Purchases are still restricted to im- 
mediate requirements. There is no improve- 
ment in woolen goods, New England shoe 
shops have so many orders for delivery next 
month that only a small percentage will 
close for the usual two weeks holiday. 

* Failures this week numbered 329 in the 
United States against 267 last year and in 
Canada 20 compared with 16 a year ago.”’ 

As Seen by Bradstreet’s. 

Bradstreet’s tomorrow will say: 

“ Holiday and retail business generally is 
seasonably active, wholesale and jobbing 
trade correspondingly quiet, while manufac- 
turing industry slackens partly for the above 
reasons, but also because of low water in 
streams or efforts to readjust operations to 
changed conditions of demand and supply. 
Cold weather is still an important stimulus 
at heavy wearing apparel and footwear.
